WARNING TO THOSE 
DISPENSING NARCOTICS 


This is a reminder of liability to pay- 
ment of a special tax and registration. 
Quoting from the Jaw #151.21: “Per- 
sons Liable—Liability to payment of spe- 
cial tax and registration attaches to 
every person who imports, manufactures, 


produces, compounds, sells, deals in, dis- 
penses, administers or gives away nar- 
cotics.”” The tax rate for dentists is $1.00 
and was due on July rst. This regulation 
deals only with opium, coca leaves, soni- 
pecaine, or opiates—not barbiturates, 
tranquilizers or similar sedatives. 

An application form 78 should be ob- 
tained from the District Director of In- 
ternal Revenue, filled out and filed with 
the District Director along with the $1.00 
registration tax. If you have not already 
paid this tax, do it at once. If you are 
already registered, all you must do is file 
the renewal form along with the $1.00 
tax. 


U. OF I. DEAN PREPARES 
ENCYCLOPEDIA ARTICLE 


Dr. Isaac Schour, dean of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Dentistry, has 
prepared a 2,000-word survey article on 
teeth for the forthcoming McGraw-Hill 
Encyclopedia of Science and Technology. 

Dr. Schour was chosen by the Encyclo- 
pedia staff to join its team of over 2,000 
specialist engineers and scientists who in 
the past two years have prepared 7,200 
separate articles covering the entire field 
of science and technology. The resulting 
work will be published this fall in 15 
volumes, constituting the largest Encyclo- 
pedia of this nature ever produced. 

The article on teeth is based largely 
on the experience gained by Dr. Schour, 
who is also professor and head of the 
university’s department of oral histology, 
in his 30 years at the U. of I. His article 
also summarizes the work of other ex- 
perts in the field throughout the world, 
so as to give a concise picture of the 
state of the art involved. 

Dr. Schour has been on the faculty of 
the U. of I. since 1924 when he was ap- 
pointed instructor in materia medica and 
therapeutics. He became associate dean 
in charge of postgraduate studies in 1946 
and dean of the College in 1955. 
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Dr. Ascher Jacobs Wins Gies Editorial Award 


(Congratulations to Ascher Jacobs, Assistant Editor of the Illinois State 
Dental Journal, for his very timely and thought-provoking editorial “Dentistry 
and Apathy” which was published in the April, 1959 issue of the Journal. It 
placed first among editorials written during 1959 for non-proprietary dental 
journals and submitted for judging to the William J]. Gies Foundation for the 
Advancement of Dentistry. For his award-winning editorial, which is reprinted 
below, Dr. Jacobs won a prize of $200.00 and a plaque which will be presented 
to him at the annual meeting of the American Association of Dental Editors 
in Los Angeles on October 15, 1960.—E. Ebert.) 


Dentistry and Apathy 


A pathy, a small word that lends itself to the one greatest reason for the prob- 
lems of the dental profession in the exercising of its responsibilities to the dental 
health of humanity. To those of you who read this article, this may appear 
ridiculous, but let each and everyone of the five thousand dentists in the 
organized profession in Illinois take a good look at himself and ask, “Am I 
doing my share for my profession or have I become provincial, self-satisfied, 
and apathetic in my professional cubicle?” 


Today, approximately four hundred dentists are “carrying the ball” for the 
administrative, judicial, and legislative responsibilities of the profession in the 
State of Illinois. Many of you will appease your conscience with the answer, 
“Ah! Yes!, there are the ‘politicians’ in the dental society.” Can you sincerely 
live with this answer? Is this to be the helping hand you extend to the men who 
plan your scientific meetings, administer the functions of your society, safeguard 
the legislative benefits granted to you and, above all, keep the dental public — 
your patients — safe from the charlatans who would destroy dental health as 
we know it today. 


All of us should admit and be ashamed of the apathy that seizes hold when 
we leave our office. Admittedly it’s much easier to sit around all evening watch- 
ing television, reading a good mystery, or playing bridge rather than attending 
a dental committee meeting. With all this leisure time, if each member of 
organized dentistry in Illinois would give up but two hours per week to his 
extra-curricular professional responsibilities, then the problems of dentistry 
would lessen as by the waving of a magic wand. 


The changing social and economic conditions continue to heap new respon- 
sibilities upon all of us. Let not our apathy throw our fine profession and its 
beneficiaries into the hands of the unscrupulous. 


Let each man who has not contributed to dentistry step forth and ask what 
he can do to help. There are jobs to be done by each and every one of us. . . 
if we don’t let apathy allow us to shirk these duties. 


If the above remarks have done nothing more than to be irritating to you, 
then these words are worthwhile, for irritation can be more readily changed to 
action than can apathy. Action is life and what is life for, if not for service to 
humanity, to our profession. 
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IT’S GOTCHA!

ut Mr. Reynolds insists, “We do not 

believe there is anything harmful 

in cigarettes to be filtered out.” Well, 

what do you know? And this statement 

has gone by unchallenged in spite of all 
the well-known facts to the contrary. 

Are you interested? Probably not, so 
quit reading right now. Anyway, here 
goes a few snorts of 50 years’ observation 
and experience, hoping it might help 
you. 

First, did you ever hear this one? “I 
don’t want to know anything about the 
harmful effects of cigarettes. I want to 
smoke, I enjoy smoking, I’m going to 
continue to smoke.” (Do you remember 
when the cigarette was called a “coffin 
nail”? They are still just that.) 

I was going to a doctor who performed 
an operation on me, and the many times 
I saw him in the office and in the hos- 
pital, he was always smoking. He died 
a few months later in Billings Hospital 
in Chicago of a “bad heart.” I doubt if 
any doctor on that case attributed his 
death to smoking. They seemed so in- 
different about cigarettes and their harm- 
ful effects. (Such an apologetic attitude. ) 

Another doctor, a dentist I was visit- 
ing, said when I told him to quit smok- 
ing because of his coughing, “Charlie, 
I'll have to die first!” In less than six 
months, he did just that. 

The inhalation of cigarette smoke 
never gives one the satisfaction antici- 
pated. What Mr. Reynolds said is just 
as false as all the rest of the come-on 
claims put out as propaganda to trap 
every man, woman and teenager into the 
indulgence of the so-called enjoyment of 
mild dissipation and sophistication. 

Arthur Godfrey gave up cigarettes 
January 1, 1955. He quit on his doctor’s 
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advice and passed up a big cigarette 
contract when he couldn’t continue say- 
ing, “There are no adverse effects from 
smoking a....... ” There have been no 
cigarette commercials or smoking on his 
program since. Up to the time Godfrey 
quit, he was coughing most of the time, 
and always blaming it on a cold or 
asthma. In a short time he gained 20 
pounds, and is now enjoying health the 
like of which he had never known. 

The Reader’s Digest has printed sev- 
eral articles on the subject of cigarette 
smoking. Frank Leahy, Terry Brennan, 
and Mickey Mantle, all formerly heavy 
smokers, have quit. I wonder why? While 
Ed Murrow was interviewing someone 
on his TV show, that person said, “Ed, 
you’re smoking too much.” Ed replied, 
“TI know it—but I guess J don’t have 
enough will-power to quit.” Now he ap- 
parently has quit . . . Congratulations! 

Do you feel all run down, exhausted, 
and droopy? We call it “tired blood” or 
“phantom fatigue.” You don’t need a 
tonic; just stop smoking and you’ll feel 
better fast, Fast, FAST, and you'll enjoy 
living again. These are the patients the 
doctor could have gotten rid of by saying 
“Quit,” instead of prescribing an expen- 
sive tonic. The doctor knows the effects 
of smoking and admits it in the case of 
diabetes, arteriosclerosis, heart trouble, 
lung cancer, or general debility. Then he 
demands a halt. 

The acquired and cultivated habit of 
smoking is a terrible disease to which 
many persons are “addictimized.”’ What 
Mr. Reynolds should have said is that 
“There is something harmful in cigarettes 
which cannot be filtered out.” Shall we 
go on, or leave him dangling from his 
participle? 
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Equilibration of the Teeth into 
Centric Relation Occlusion*

s a member of the Society of Oral 
A and Occlusion, and also 
of the American Academy of 
Occlusodontia, I am in a position to get 
various viewpoints on this subject. These 
are some of my con- 
clusions. 

Shore states that 
the concepts of den- 
tal occlusion have 
been undergoing 
radical changes in 
the past few years. 
Formerly, emphasis 
was placed on me- 
chanical training 
and digital skill. 
This idea is being 
replaced by the recognition that the teeth 
are part of the masticatory apparatus. 
All prosthetic or operative procedures 
must be based on this consideration. 

I do not feel that every dentition re- 
quires equilibration. As Brecker states: 
“If the occlusion is comfortable, func- 
tions adequately, and does not damage 
the underlying and supporting structures, 
it should be Jef alone. If prematurities 
are causing ©. they should be 
removed, beC@mse these interferences 
may be responsible or contributing factors 
in periodontitis.” 

Since centric rdlation occlusion is the 
starting point of all equilibration, I will 
limit myself to this phase of a very ex-

tensive subject. To clarify, I will give 
some definitions of the dental nomencla- 
ture which I am to use. 

Centric relation is the jaw to skull re- 
lationship at the level of occlusion. This 
is controlled by the neuromusculature. 
Centric occlusion is the position of the 
mandible in closure, which is guided by 
the teeth and influenced by the proprio- 
cepter reflex originating in the periodon- 
tal ligament. 

If centric occlusion is in harmony with 
centric relation as the mandible closes, 
there is no slide or glide present. This 
relationship is called centric relation oc- 
clusion. If when the teeth close from 
centric relation to centric occlusion, the 
mandible is deflected because of a pre- 
maturity and the teeth glide or shift 
into a different position, this position will 
be considered convenience or acquired 
centric. 

The next step for clarification is the 
position of the teeth in a normal or near 
normal occlusion. In this arrangement 
of teeth, the lingual cusps of the upper 
posterior teeth fit into the central fossae 
of the lower posterior teeth. The buccal 
cusps of the lower posterior teeth fit into 
the central fossae of the upper posterior 
teeth. These cusps also maintain the ver- 
tical dimension and should not be ground 
except in unusual cases. I have found 
that the interfering contacts which were 
reshaped were usually found in the fol- 
lowing locations: the central fossae of 
the lower molars, the central fossae of 
the upper molars, the mesio buccal in- 
cline plane of the lingual cusp of the 
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upper first bicuspid, or the distal marginal 
ridges of the lower posterior teeth, and 
the mesial marginal ridges of the upper 
posterior teeth. 

Because all movements of the mandible 
begin and end in centric relation occlu- 
sion, I believe this to be the logical posi- 
tion to correct first. 

If in central relation an upper lingual 
cusp of a posterior tooth makes an in- 
terfering contact in a lower fossa, this 
fossa must be deepened. The point of the 
upper cusp must not be touched. To pre- 
vent locking of the teeth, during the 
Bennet movement the fossa is widened 
slightly. I use the number 10S diamond 
stone recommended by Shore to widen 
and deepen the fossae, and the number 
14S also recommended by him to re- 
shape the incline planes of the teeth. 
Theoretically, this equilibration should be 
carried out until there are 16 holding 
contacts for 32 teeth in all excursions of 
the mandible. I carry out equilibration 
until I have six or eight holding contacts 
in centric relation occlusion. If the pro- 
cedure were carried to the extreme, there 
would be a possibility of shortening the 
vertical dimension, and an introduction 
of a strange and positive occlusal factor 
to the patient. Again, in actual practice, 
teeth are not found in textbook position, 
and this in itself will limit the possible 
number of occlusal contacts that may be 
achieved. 

The technic of selective grinding which 
I use is as follows: first I make two ac- 
curate casts from either hydrocolloid or 
alginate impressions. A sheet of aluwax 
without gauze is softened in a water bath 
at 118 degrees. It is then adapted to the 
upper cast and imprints of the occlusal 
surfaces are obtained. The palatal por- 
tion of the wax is partially adapted and 
reinforced with a Joe Dandy disc. 

The incisal median line is marked with 
a knife. This is done to orient the wax 
bite quickly into position on the patient’s 
upper teeth. The wax is so cut that there 
is a margin extending about % of an 
inch buccally and labially of the upper 
teeth on the cast. The wax is first adapted 
to the cast, and then to the natural teeth 
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so that if there are any irregularities in 
the cast, allowances will be made in the 
adaptation. The occlusal and incisal por- 
tions of the wax bite that will occlude 
with the lower teeth are carefully soft- 
ened with a Hanau blow torch while on 
the upper cast. It is then quickly trans- 
ferred to the patient’s upper teeth and 
the lower jaw is carefully guided to cen- 
tric relation closure by holding the man- 
dible with the thumb of the right hand 
against the labial of the lower incisors 
and the forefinger under the chin. The 
patient is instructed to tap the teeth to- 
gether in quick, short, light, successive 
movements. This must be done lightly, 
so that there are no perforations in the 
wax. The wax is removed from the mouth 
and held up to the light. If there is a 
cuspal indentation transparency which is 
almost a perforation, the tapping is dis- 
continued. If the wax still does not show 
any translucent areas, it is scraped with 
a knife on the mandibular occlusal side, 
leaving only the indentations on the 
points of the cusps. This bite is again 
flamed with the blow torch and returned 
to the mouth and the tapping continued. 
If upon examination the result is satis- 
factory, the wax is scraped again, leaving 
only the points of the cusps. A small 
amount of Opotow paste is placed over 
this side of the wax in the occlusal and 
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incisal area. The registration bite is then 
placed in the mouth. The patient is 
guided into centric relation closure and 
the paste allowed to set for five minutes, 
after which the wax bite is removed. The 
Opotow paste is cut away with a sharp 
knife, leaving only the marks of the cusp 
points. (Fig. 1) 

The casts are then articulated by means 
of the wax bite and tried on the Equi- 
Dapter platform to make certain that 
the articulator can be closed. The Equi- 
Dapter platform is wound clockwise, low- 
ering it. The incisal pin is set at zero 
as it rests on the incisal guidance table 
with the articulator closed. (Fig. 2) The 
lower cast is mounted first and then the 
upper cast is attached to the upper bow 
by closing the articulator. I use stone for 
mounting as it has less dimensional 
change than plaster. When the stone has 
set, the articulator is opened and the 
wax bite removed. The upper and lower 
casts are now separated the distance of 
the wax bite; the incisal pin is dead 
against incisal table and is set at zero. 
(Fig. 3) 

The Equi-Dapter platform is then 
turned counter-clockwise until the first 
contact is felt between the opposing teeth. 
This can be determined by pulling a 
piece of cellophane between the casts in 
closure. When the cellophane breaks or 
offers resistance as it is drawn out, this 
is considered the first prematurity. The 


distance of the incisal pin from the 
table will determine the approximate 
amount of cusp reduction. A strip of red 
typewriter ribbon (number 10) is placed 
between the opposing teeth, and the 
upper cast is tapped against the lower. 
Usually one spot will show on both casts. 
However, if two appear, the most pos- 
terior is considered the first prematurity 
and is the one to be removed first. If 
this is not done, the selective grinding 
will not accomplish its purpose and more 
discrepancies will be introduced. 

After locating the points of premature 
contact on the articulator, and before 
the natural teeth are ground, it is essen- 
tial to decide which cusps, planes, or 
marginal ridges can be sacrificed without 
damage. This decision can be made after 
studying or reviewing the function of 
the red points in question as to their use 
in centric, lateral working, lateral bal- 
ancing, and protrusive excursions. 

In centric, the lingual cusps of the 
upper posteriors fit into the central fossae 
of the lower posteriors. The lower buccal 
cusps fit into the central fossae of the 
upper posterior teeth. In protrusion, the 
mesial incline of the lower buccal cusps 
function against the distal incline of the 
upper buccal cusps. In lateral balancing, 
the lingual upper cusps move against 
the lingual inclines of the buccal cusps 
of the lower posterior teeth. In lateral

(functional) the upper mesial incline of 
the buccal cusps move against the distal 
incline of the lower buccal cusps. Re- 
shaping depends upon these factors. 

There are exceptions to the rule of . 
selective grinding. Usually a lingual cusp 
of an upper posterior is not reshaped. 
If, however, this cusp interferes in all 
of the eccentric positions of the mandible 
as well as in centric, then sacrifice this 
cusp. The same is true of a buccal cusp 
of a lower. If a lingual cusp of an upper 
(plunger cusp) interferes with the mar- 
ginal height of the two approximating 
teeth, it should be shortened. The correct 
marginal height of two approximating 
teeth is essential to prevent wedging of 
food. 

To record prematurities in the mouth, 
the teeth should first be dried with cotton 
rolls. If there are any porcelain teeth, 
gold occlusal bridgework, or gold inlays 
present, they are wiped off with acetone 
to attain a better marking. A thick, easily 
transferrable dye articulating paper 
should be used. This paper is held with 
the Miller holding forceps. The paper is 
coated with a small amount of cocoa 
butter and then warmed by passing it 
quickly through the Bunsen flame. The 
lower jaw is guided to centric relation 
closure, and the articulating paper is 
placed into the position of the prematur- 
ities, as located on the articulator. The

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patient is instructed to close and tap the 
teeth lightly and quickly. 

The articulating paper is followed by 
a piece of red typewriter ribbon (Number 
o). This is placed between the teeth 
on the side of the interfering contact 
and held there as the teeth are tapped 
together. The interfering contact will 
show as a red spot on a blue background. 

It is best in reshaping the tooth to 
remove just the color marking, or at the 
most, the amount in ratio shown by the 
incisal pin off the table. In explanation, 
if a millimeter and a half is shown at 
the incisal point, approximately, only 1/2 
millimeter would be removed from the 
posterior tooth. This is done at the first 
visit, allowing the neuro-musculature the 
opportunity to adjust to the new feel- 
ing. At the next visit another wax bite 
is taken. If the teeth on the lower cast 
have been ground, a new one is made, 
or vice versa if the teeth on the upper 
cast have been altered. If both casts have 
been changed, new impressions and 
models must be made. The same proce- 
dure is followed and new prematurities 
are located. A word of caution! The new 
wax bite is taken the day the teeth are 
reshaped, as in the interim of a week 
there can be changes in the position of 
the mandible. The procedure is done in 
five or six consecutive weekly visits until 
six or eight holding contacts have been 
established. The goal has been attained 
when the teeth are brought to occlusion 
without slide, and there is a single reso- 
nant sound in occlusion; and when there 
are sufficient holding contacts to main- 


tain the mandible in comfortable centric 
relation occlusion. 

Mounting on a hinge axis closure on 
the anatomical articulator has some 
drawbacks. The time consumed, the pos- 
sibility of error due to the use of clutches, 
dimensional changes in the stone and 
wax, possible errors in marking the hinge 
axis by tattooing, by the use of graph 
paper, or transferring of the registration 
from the mouth with the face bow to the 
articulator. 

It is true that casts are not mounted 
on the arc of the hinge axis of the pa- 
tient as I do not take a face bow regis- 
tration. However, I have found it to be 
sufficiently accurate to find the approxi- 
mate area of prematurity so that I can 
do selective grinding. The accuracy of 
reshaping the teeth on the cast and then 
reshaping the teeth in the mouth is not 
absolute, as there is no way to determine 
the exact amount of tooth structure be- 
ing removed in comparison with the 
amount which was removed from the 
teeth on the cast. Therefore, by this 
method of remounting and rechecking, 
I attain my objective. This method is a 
slow and cautious one. Tooth structure 
can be removed, but not added on. After 
the teeth have been reshaped, they should 
be repolished and all rough edges re- 
moved. 

Once the teeth have been properly 
equilibrated, periodic supervision, obser- 
vation, and guidance by the operator are 
necessary to insure proper development 
of occlusion throughout the lifetime of 
the patient.
